Pooks of the Week, 


EUROPE AND IRELAND. 


Mr. Jeffery is one of those writers who 
irritate us very often, though we feel after- 
wards that his chastening is good for our 
souls and our ideas. He cannot expect to 
carry everyone with him when he suggests 
that the present policy of the Alles is 
based on greed, vengeance, and fear; when 
he assumes that the working classes under 
present conditions are destitute of comfort 
and of joy, or that during the war we all 
believed every individual German to be 
a devil in human form. But that 
“majority rule’ is a myth, that it is 
foolishness to lay all ills to the doors of 
“the Government,” that a Labour Govern- 
ment may in these days of democracy know 
how to guide foreign policy as well as an 
aristocracy—these are statements which de- 
mand reflection and will stand a good 
many tests even if at some points they 
fail. 

Where, in his view, does the modern 
world fail? In the spirit of nationalism 
among nations and of vested interests 
among classes. Get people, get classes, to 
work for an ideal—the ideal of service— 
and barriers will crumble away. Idealism 
this may be called, but in Mr. Jeffery's 
view it is not impossible of attainment, 
and a Utopia may come sooner than we 
expect. Progress quickens every day. 
Hitherto it has heen in the material 
domain, but set free ideas in a progressive 
world and the pattern will begin to fall 
into place more swiftly and more beauti- 
fully than those who lived through a world 
war and saw Central Europe dying of 
starvation had hoped or dreamed. 

There are few people who carry their 
theories to their logical issues. Prejudice 
cuts across the path and, though Mr. 
Jeffery declaims against prejudice, one can 
see it at work even in his own pages—the 
case of present-day Ireland, for instance. 
He has bitter things to say of incendiarism 
in Cork and of Sir Hamar Greenwood as 
a reactionary; but the ultimate cause of 
all the trouble is betrayed in the very 
name that the movement has taken—a 
narrow nationalism, which cannot read 
economic laws. Yet when he examines the 
case of Europe as a whole, it is against 
such a nationalism as this that his fiercest 
attacks are directed. 

This mention of Treland leads us ‘to 
digress for a moment to the score of 
recently published pieces by Sir William 
Watson, in “ Ireland Unfreed.’’ Like Mr. 
Jeffery, he cannot put up with the Chief 
Secretary—‘ Great propagandist of the 
rebel creed! Proselytiser without living 
peer!’’ Mr. Jeffery’s anger, however, is 
that of a new age; Sir William s is the 
academic wrath of the Scottish Liberal, 
whose ideas still are where Gladstone's 
were—admirable in theory, but completely 
lacking when applied to facts. Of course, 
we may all agree—in Ireland, at any rate— 
that English statesmen are gon! often 
foolish and that Englishmen generally have 


accesses of stupidity when they come to 


this island; but, on the whole, they are 
decent, straightforward people and they 
“ get there '’ somehow, which the Irishman 
more often than not fails to do. For this 
reason we dislike Sir William's enthusiasms 
for the “Captive Maiden’’ and her 
mangled form; and, now that the truce 
has given us back sanity for a little while, 
we can afford to smile at his simplicity. 
If this kind of poetry must be written, we 
can do it, and have done it, much better 
in Ireland itself. 

We turn back to Mr. Jeffery’s book, for 
it gives us the opportunity of reviewing a 
third work. The distrust of nations & 
one another was one of his chief points of 
attack, and a very dffferent kind of writer, 
Mr. Coningsby Dawson, also concludes 
that this is the main weakness in Europe 
to-day. But whereas Mr. Jeffery’s argu- 
ments are used to elaborate ideas, Mr. 
Dawson's ideas are rather deductions from 
facts, or from one central fact—namely, 
the starving state of Central Europe, more 
particularly Austria and Poland. e have 
never al a more poignant book than 
“It Might Have Happened To You,’’ and, 
coming from the pen of an author who 
saw the ideals behind the horrors of war, 
it hears, witness to his truth and sincerity. 
The pictures of the starving children just 
kept alive by the work of relief committees 
would tear the heart out of our own slum- 
dwellers. The gently-bred, the kings of 
intellect and science, refugee Russian 
princesses, all starve here, and their 
children die i, or eke out a stunted 
life that is always hungry and seared with 
cold. None can read without a shudder 
the awful chapter on the over-crowd 
prisons of Vienna, whose inhabitants 
through hunger arid despair are little 
better than wild beasts. 

And the cause of all this? In Mr, 
Dawson's opinion, it is the Peace Treaty 
hurriedly put together by well-intentioned 
diplomats who paid no attention to 
economic truths. “Someone in Paris 
scrawled on a map with a blue pencil; so 
the trees are not felled and the peasants 
starve."’ A new Austria is formed and the 
experts overleoked the fact that the rail- 
roads in the new countries become useless. 
“For all the purpose they serve the 
might all well run out into the Sahara.’’ 
A few business men, a few transportation 
experts on the Peace Commission, might 
have saved Central Europe from its present 
fate and stabilised economic conditions, 
The experts have set up distrust and arti- 
ficial barriers between new nations, and, 
until they recognise their responsibility 
and set about remedying their mistakes in 
a spirit of international amity, the ol 
famine -will make of the Central rs 
an ever-present fear.

ALFRED NEWTON. 

There have been delays in writing the 
life of Alfred Newton, but it has been 
worth waiting for. The subject of this 
graceful memoir lived, on the. whole, one 
of the hidden lives of England. He was 
a man of science who took comparative 
anatomy for his field, and was content to 
labour in it during the course of his 
honourable career. It is well, however, 
that when Newton's work is over, those 
for whom a man of his rare type has spent

ing his lifetime, of doing honour to the 
qualities and services of another worker 
in the field of knowledge, no one was 
keener than he. The inference that such 
honour carried with it in his own personal 
case never occurred to him. But those 
who watched his work at Cambridge, and 
those to whom the high level of the 
scientific scholar is dear, will weleome 
Mr. Wollaston's book. 

Let no one think that this is another 
dull biograpáy of a dull man oi science. 
Whatever else he could be, Newton could 
not be dull—nor is his biographer 
dull. Fascinating chapters tell us how 
the early interest of Newton was awakened 
in natural history. Where can we 
find a better chapter than that dealing 
with the extinction of the great auk? Who 
will not be interested in the account of 
the migration and the distribution of 
birds? The student of literature will turn 
to Newton's ideas on Gilbert White and 
Selborne. 

Sir Archibald Geikie contributes a preface 
and there is a chapter of reminiscences. 
“In politics and in daily life,’’ says the 
latter, “Newton was a Conservative, even 
a Tory. He took little part in party 
affairs, having more important things to 
trouble about, but he resented and opposed 
any change in ‘the daily round, the 
common task.’ Alterations in College 
dinner, the introduction of an organ into 
the chapel, the presence of ladies at Divine 


‘Service, all met with his disapproval and 


his dissent, and neither was silent. For 
many years he presided as the first Chair- 
man of the Board of Biology and Geology 
constituted under the Statutes of 1881. He 
was a just and equable chairman, better, 
indeed, in the chair than out of it; but 
he never approved of the existence of the 
body he presided over, and nothing would 
induce him to vote either for or against so 
new-fangled an idea as a Doctor of Science. 
His conservative caution spread at times 
to his writings. We have seen that he was 
able, and even willing, to accept new ideas 
and to teach them, when he had by careful 
thought arrived at the aonviction that they 
were sound. Sill in his magnum opus, 
the Dictionary of Birds, he preferred an 
alphabetical arrangement of his material 
rather than commit himself to any of the 
existing schemes of classification. None of 
these seemed to him satisfactory, and, of 
course, no system of classification of 
natural objects ever can be.” In a word, 
Newton was a character, and a most in- 
teresting character.

THE HISTORY OF IRELAND. 

Dr. Murray’s little book is a valuable 
help to the study of Irish history. It ex- 
plores the records, well-known and 
obscure, of political life and the springs 
of political life between the end of the 
fifteenth and the beginning of the nine 
teenth ‘centuries. The task of co-ordinat- 
ing all the available information regard- 
ing that period is not, of course, 
attempted; but Dr. Murray does the 
equally profitable and more human work 
of guidance through the forest of historical 
assertion. He has some pertinent things 
to say on the loose judgments of some 
popular authorities, and when he 
announces a preference for some sources 
over others he does not hesitate to indicate 
the “why ” of that preference. 

The book is meet w a combination of 
three—1494 to 1603 ; 1603 to 1714; 1714 to 
1829. The first is concerned with Parlia 
mentary records and the political life 
which they reveal, Poynings’ Law, the 
Reformation, and the Plantations. The 
second selects for treatment as the leading 
features of Ireland in the seventeenth 
century the decline in the power of Parlia- 
ment, the Ulster Plantation, the 1641 Re- 
bellion, the Restoration settlement, and 
the Penal Laws. The third deals with 
the increase of Parliamentary power, the 
Act of Union, the removal of the Penal 
Laws, Roman Catholic emancipation, and 
the Rebellion of 1796, In the seeond book 
the autbor finds “evidence converging 
from all sides that Roman Catholicism was 
hampered because it was political ’’—a 
statement which, whether acceptable or 
not to the reader in its content, provides 
in its very form a good example of Dr. 
Murray's method in handling sources and 
extracting information from them. As his 
work is et bibliographical, he is care- 
ful to indicate the sources of evidence 
which he has weighed. Also he sounds a 
eall for more inquiry. “ The investigation 
of the Irish abroad in Europe and America 
calls for students; there is ample 
material.” Altogether the book fulfils 
eminently the plan of the series, “ Helps 
for Students of History. ''

RECENT VERSE. 

Mr. Louis Golding is one of those 
modern poets whose aim appears to be two- 
fold—to versify the commonplace sights of 
city life and to translate sound into verse. 
He is more successful in the latter attempt 
than some others whom we have read— 
the “ Moon-Clock,’’ for example, is good 
of ita kind. The former, unless it is well 
done, had better be left alone, and we are 
not conscious that Mr. Golding is so im- 
pressive as to be re-read often. 

We hope that the Monk of Calday will 
pardon us for putting his mystical verses 
in such close neighbourhood to Mr. Gol:t- 
ing a realism. e have no hesitation in 
saying which we prefer, for imagination 
will always turn verse into poetry. Like 
his woodcuts, Dom Baily leaves much to our

LIONEL JOHNSON. 

These reviews and critical papers will 
come as a pleasant surprise to a public 
which, while appreciating the poetry of 
Lionel Johnson, has been inclined to ignore 
his prose as being pedantic and laboured.

Limitations 
and faults he can point out with unerring 
aim, but he can praise generously where 
praise is due; and in these papers he 
stands revealed as a virile aní keen critic 
whose judgment commands respect.

HIGH INFANT MORTALITY. 


_At the annual meeting of the National 
Children’s Hospital, Harcourt street, Dublin, 
Lord Powerscourt presiding, the report of the 
Managing Committee, which was adopted on 
the motion of Mr. 8. W. Maddock, D.L., 
seconded by Mr. T. N. Edgeworth, D.L., ex- 
pressed deep regret at the death of Sir Charles 
Cameron. The May Fiéte realised £2,633. The 
War Pensions Committee continued to utilise 
the beds placed at their disposal for the accom- 
modation of army pensioners requiring medical 
and surgical attention. In July, 1920, a special 
appeal was iasued to clear the debt, with the 
result that £72 Ós. waa received. The Com- 
mittee again acknowledged, with thanks, the 
wane pe of the Dublin Hospital Sunday 
und in connection with their grant of £344 
10s. 2d., amd the Finance Committee of the 
Dublin Corporation, whose grant amounted to 
£225. The attendance at the out-patient de- 
partment was lesa than last year, but the 
number of in-patients admitted had increased. 
The Committee thanked the subscribers for 
their interest and help, but, if the work was 
to be efficiently carried on, more interest would 
have to be shown by the charitable public in 
same, and they trusted that this appeal would 
not be in vain 

The Right Hon. the Recorder, in proposing 
a vote of cordial thanks to the Dublin Hospital 
Sunday Fund and the Dublin Corporation for 
their grants to the institution, expressed the 
opinion that the Corporation was doing its duty 
well, both by the citizens and the poor. The 
hospital, as every thinking man knew, was of 
the greatest possible use in a crowded city like 
Dublin, It waa of great service, not merely 
to the poor, but to humanity in general, and 
he confidently appealed to the charitable public 
to come forward to its support. 

Colonel Desmond Hartley seconded the 
motion, which was passed unanimously. 

Votes of thanks were also accorded, on the 
motion of Major Whewell, seconded by Mr. R. 
D. Seale, to the ladies of the Red Cross Guild 
and the officials of the hospital, both lay and 
medical, for their efficient services during the 


year. 
SIR LAMBERT ORMSBY. 


Sir Lambert Ormsby, as senior medical officer 
of the institution, returned thanks for his 
eolleagues—-Dra. Trevor N. Smith, R. 8. Wav- 
land, and Henry W. Mason—also on behalf of 
the lay and nursing etaff of the hospital. He 
thanked the ry and seconder of the re- 
solution for ail the kind things said about him. 
self. His efforta would be very small indeed 
had he not the harmonious and kindly help of 
all his medical colleagues, as well as the will- 
ing and cheerful assistance of the Secretary, 
matron, and nursing staff. As the chief 
medical officer of the institution on the days 
that he prescribed at the out-patient depart- 
ment, he saw a very large number of children 
affected with tuberculosis, in various situations, 
forms, and organs of their bodies, and he was 
forced to believe that there must be very 
direct and active causes at work to account 
for the great prevalence of this form of in- 
fantile disease. Sir Lambert further re. 
marked :—Firstly, bad housing and slum dwell. 
ings, with cramped and impure air conditions, 
were certainly a very helpful cause of disease 
end physical depreciation; secondly, insufficient 
and want of | clothing: thirdly, defective 
end impure ing; fourthly, ignorance and 
want of education on the part of young 
mothers in the management and care of their 
infants. These four causes, he felt, had a 
great deal to do with the high infent mortality 
in Dublin, and the production of disease.

“To Be Continued.”’ 


Only those who expected too much will 
be discouraged by the ending of the second 
chapter of the Irish negotiations. The 
first chapter was written at the Dublin 
Mansion House. The second chapter, 
written in London, leaves the problem un- 
solved, but we are asked to observe that 
it is not closed with the word finis. “<A 
basis for a formal conference has not yet 
been found ’’—this is not the language of 
despair. On Wednesday the Cabinet dis- 
cussed Irish matters for two hours and a 
half, and, it is believed, authorised the 
Prime Minister to make definite proposals 
to Mr. de Valera. Presumably, these were 
delivered to the Republican leader in the 
course of his conversation yesterday morn- 
ing with Mr. Lloyd George. A news 
agency says that “ the Government's condi- 
tions are of such a nature as will permit 
of no alternative offer” We take this 
statement to mean no more than that the 
Cabinet has put a fixed limit on the con- 
cessions which it is prepared to make for 
the sake of peace. Everybody knew that 
such a limit must be fixed—that settle- 
ment was impossible without concessions 
on both sides.. The failure, up to the 
present, to find a basis for a formal con- 
ference does not exclude the probability— 
we vonture to say, the certainty—that 
many difficulties and misunderstandings 
have been cleared from the path, and that 
the effort to find sucha basis will be con- 
tinued with reasonable prospects of suc- 
cess. It is obvious, as our London Corre- 
spondent says, that the meetings between 
the Prime Minister and Mr..de Valera 
have served many good purposes; in the 
latter’s own words, they have been 
“eminently helpful.’’ Mr. Lloyd George 
has been able to study the psychology of 
Sinn Fein. We may, and do, suppose that 
recent events have convinced not only Mr. 
de Valera and his colleagues, but the 
whole Irish people, of the British Govern- 
ment’s sincere desire for an honourable 
settlement. It is impossible to think 
that, even if the present negotiations 
should fail altogether, affairs in Ireland 
could relapse into the dreadful state from 
which the truce rescued them. The “ con- 
versations’’ have planted the seed of 
peace and have created an atmosphere 
favourable to its growth, To-day Mr. de 
Valera will return to Dublin, where he 
will hold further discussions with his 
colleagues, Afterwards he will cogynuni- 
cate again with the Prime Minister. We 


do not know whether Dail Eireann will be | 


summoned, whether a definite reply will 
be given to the Cabinet’s conditions of 
settlement, or whether their consideration 
will be postponed until a further attempt 
has been made to solve the problem of a 
three-gornered conference. We know only 
tha: <S< negotiations are still in being, 
and that it is the duty of every man who 
loves Ireland to keep them in being until 
a solution has been found. We may not 
be able to influence the policies of Mr. 
de Valera and Sir James Craig and the 
British Government; but we are entitled 
to remind the first of his enormous respon- 
sibilities to Ireland and the others of their 
enormous responsibilities to Ireland and 
the Empire. The course of the negotia- 
tions and the triumph of the truce have 
proved two things—that Great Britain and 
Iyeland want peace, and that a just and 
solid peace is within reach of 4 statesman- 
ship that will put country before party 
and patriotism before punctilio. Since 
peace, with honour, is attainable we refuse 
to believe that it will not be attained. 


The Housing Problem. 


Last night’s debate in the House of 
Commons on the housing question fell 
flat. The country had been told that Mr. 
Asquith would open the attack and that 
under his leadership the Independent 
Liberals and the Labour Party would 
demolish ,the Government's case. The 
ex-Premier did his best ; but, despite his 
efforts, the offensive was asorry failure. Sir 
Alfred Mond and Mr. Lloyd George were 
able to furnish an answer to every point 
that was raised and to prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that the country could 
not afford to build houses on the scale 
proposed by Dr. Addison. His scheme, it 
may be recalled, provided for the erection 
of some five hundred thousand houses 
during three years, at an annual cost to 
the Treasury of ten million pounds. The 
three years have elapsed, but only sixty 
thousand houses have been built, and it 
has become plain that, if the full pro- 
gramme were completed, the taxpayer 
would be mulcted to the extent of at least 
twenty-five millions per annum for the 
next sixty years. That would be an 
intolerable burden. It would draw the 
country to the verge of bankruptcy and 
hamper trade and industry at every turn. 
Houses are needed, but there is a price 
beyond which the country cannot go. As 
Sir Alfred Mond put it, “ there is no use 
in building garden cities for an insolvent 
Confronted with these circum- 


people.” 
has revised its 


stances, the Government 
programme. It has decided that the 
Treasury's commitments cannot be 
tended. beyond ten millions a year and 
that for the present no more than two 
hundred thousand houses can be built 
with State assistance. 

Admittedly, Dr. Addison’s schemes were 
not “ business-like.’’ They played into.the 
hands of the building trade and created 
opportunities for “ profiteering’ which 
only an archangel could have resisted. 
The trade had been disorganised by the 
war, and before it had recovered it was 
faced by a demand for the erection of 
five hundred thousand houses in three 
years. The inevitable .efiect was that 
costs soared. Contractcey and the manu- 
facturers of building material hastened to 
take advantage of an unprecedented | 
boom, and the rise in prices 
still further accentuated by the fact that 
the demand came upon a market very 
badly off for supplies in regard to labour 
and material alike. Touching upon this 
aspect of the question in its report, a 
Departmental Committee which was ap- 
pointed by Dr. Addison said:—‘It is 
reasonable to believe that opportunities 
presented themselves to contractors for 
the earning of considerable, and even 
undue, profits, and that there have been 
instances of contracts being let, not only 
at the top of the market for labour and 
material, ‘but on terms highly favourable 
to the contractor.’’ Criticism of the same 
kind can be applied with justice to the 
supply trades, among which “ rings’’ and 
“combines ” have almost eliminated com- 
petition. All this could have been avoided 
if Dr. Addison had been content to de- 
velop his plans slowly. Instead, he forced 
local authorities to place their orders 
within a comparatively short period, and 
thereby created conditions which virtually 
prohibited the cost of building from fall- 
ing to a reasonable level. That mistake 
must be avoided in future schemes. 

Mr. Clynes was among the Government's 
most severe critics. Like Mr. Asquith, 
he threw election pledges in the Premier's 
face and made merry about the homes 
for heroes. He did not utter a single 
word of helpful criticism. Sir Alfred Mond 
reminded Parliament of the inglorious 
part that Labour had played in the fulfil- 
ment of the housing scheme. Its greed 
had an even more harmful effect than the 
“profiteering ” proclivities of contractors 
and merchants. High wages and diminished 
output, indeed, have been the chief causes 
of the high cost of production. The wages 
of builders’ labourers have been virtually 
quadrupled since 1914, and in the skilled 
trades also the advances have kept well 
ahead of the rise in the cost of living. 
Moreover, the hours of work have been 
curtailed, and there is a suspicion which 
amounts almost to a certainty that the 
output has been restricted deliberately. 
The Departmental Committee speaks 
rather hesitatingly on this point. “ The 
experience of operatives on war con- 
tracts,’’ it says, “has not been conducive 
to rapid methods of working. The 
loosely arranged terms of many contracts 
for munitions in the early days of the 
war account for slackness among opera- 
tives and contractors alike.’ The in- 
ference is that these methods persisted 
in the State's housing schemes. Further- 
more, we have the building trade’s 
repeated refusal to open its ranks to 
ex-Service men through fear that their 
presence might hasten the fall of wages. 
Mr. Clynes must have been aware of these 
circumstances. Now, when the Government 
has limited its commitments, we may 
expect that soon the cost of building will 
reach an economic level and that it will be 
possible for private enterprise to build 
houses which can be let at a reasonable 
rent. 
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Remnant Sales. 

The latest report on the work of the 
Disposal Board impresses us with the 
magnitude of Britain’s material effort in 
the war. Incidentally, it conveys the 
agreeable tidings that the Ministry of 
Munitions has become a mere shadow of 
its former self. In April, 1920, the 
Ministry had a total staff of 49,956 
persons. At the beginning of the present 
month the total was only 7,543; and in 
the same period the size of the Ministry’s 
staff in France was reduced from 3,502 
persons to 45. In the process of gathering 
up the fragments of the war effort, so that 
nothing should be lost, the Disposal’ Board 
became a trader on a truly gigantic scale, 
Between the Armistice and the end of last 


June it sold surplus stores to the value 


of £303,753,886, and raw material to the 
value of £278,570,870—a grand total of 
£582,324,756. The separate sale transac- 
tions have ranged from a sum of 
£7,000,000 to a few shillings, and their 
scope embraced almost every conceivable 
article, from huge factories to medical 
stores and from milliards of boots to 
800,000 barrels of pickled herrings. The 
sales included that of an entire town— 
the Port of Richborough—which was sold, 
with a fleet “thrown in,’’ for £1,407,000. 
The Board's cupboard is not yet bare, but 
for the moment it is holding its hand. 
Like more humble dealers, it has suffered 
from the financial conditions of the last 
twelve months and is waiting hopefully 
for a revival of trade. 


Chicken-Counting. 


Once again science is exploring the 
problem of physical immortality. Dr. 
Carrel, of Paris, has been making experi- 
ments with fragments of the heart and 
vessels of a chicken embryo, and has suc- 
ceeded in keeping a piece of heart 
tissue “still beating after 104 days of life 
away from the organism.’’ Moreover, the 
tissue not only beats, but grows—unlike 
the not less uncanny peau de chagrin. 
Every forty-eight hours it is divided into 
four parts which increase from four to 
forty times their own size. Thus. bays Dr. 
Varrel, through the Matin, it is now 
proved that the tissues of the human body 
are virtually immortal, and that old age 
Is only a disease. We die because, when 
some one part of us gives way, the rest 
of the machine breaks down. If men can 
prevent the initial weakness, ‘they will 
live “ as long as they want.” We imagine 
that most people will be content to leave 
the “theoretical possibility’’ of human 
immortality in the realm of theory. They 
will feel that medical science would be 
more usefully employed in making the 
world a better place for short-lived men 
and women than in threatening them with 
an unending experience of too familiar 
conditions. A world “ fit for immortals to 
live in’’ ought to come before we are in- 
vited to accept the dubious gift of death- 
lessness. When war and poverty and 
crime have been abolished people may be 
willing to take a more lively interest in 
Dr. Carrel’s experiments. He is beginning 
at the wrong end. 


THE KING’S GARDEN

a garden party in 

Palace yesterday 
Some 6,000 guests were invited. 
and probably a very near approach to that 
number actually attended. The arrangements 
were much on the lines of those at previous 
parties. Un one side of the lawns refresh- 
ment marquees were placed, and on the wide 
open space farthest from the Palace two 
marquees were provided for the Royal family 
and the Corps Diplomatique. These tents were 
beautifully decorated with pink carnations. 
Bandstands for the Ist Life Guards and the 
Welsh Guards were placed on either side of 
the two marquees. 

The party was not merely large, but was also 
extremely representative. The Foreign Am- 
bassadors and Ministers, with thein ladies: both 
Houses of Parliament, Indian princes and 
Indian ladies, Inany Labour members and their 
wives, members of the Royal Households, and 
of the Anglican, Catholic, and Nonconformist 
Churches, and the literary, legal, dramatic, and 
musical professions were all represented. 

The King and Queen left the Palace by the 
North Garden entrance at 4 o'clock, and were 
greeted by the National Anthem. They passed 
at once on to a section of the lawns reserved 
for members of the Diplomatic Corps, where 
presentations were made by Major-General Sir 
John Hanbury-Williams, Marshal of the Corps 
Diplomatique. Afterwards the King and Queen 
proceeded to the main lawns, exchanging greet- 
ings with their guests as they passed, and occa- 
sionally haiting to chat, or to have mformal 
presentations made. 

The King wore a light grey morning suit, and 
the Queen a dress of cream brocade, and a 
wide black hat, trimmed with powder blue 
ostrich feathers, and a splendid necklace of 
vearls. Their Majesties were attended by the 
go Chamberlain, the Duchess of Sutherland, 
and several Ladies and Gentlemen of the 
Household. Princess Mary accompanied her 
parents, and was dressed in pale pink, with 
sunshade and hat to match. 

A very decided change in fashion in regard 
to the length of dress was observed. The 
gowns were considerably longer, and the dress- 
makers appear to be aiming at a compromuse 
between the extreme short ekirts of former 
days and the remarkably abbreviated ones 
which have been more familiar of late. 

The Prince of Wales did not accompany the 
King and Queen to the gardens, but the Duke 
of York and he joined them in the course of 
their progress. 

Their Majesties and the Prince of Wales had 
i fi@resting little talks with Mr. Havelock 
Wilson, in his invalid chair, and with the 
Labour members and Overseas representatives. 
By about 5 o'clock they had reached their 
marquee, where tea was served. Afterwards 
the promenade was resumed, and continued far 
beyond the usual time, because of the desire 
of Their Majesties to get into personal touch 
with as many as possible of their guests.

At the close of questions in the Hous 
of Commons this afternoon Mr. Asquith got 
up and asked whether the Government ar 
anything to. report regarding, the.

Mr. Chamberlain mb 
that the Prime Minister and Mr. de Valera 
had had a further conversation this sg 
ing, but a basis for a conference had no 
been found, and Mr. de Valera was return- 
ing to Dublin to consult his colleagues. 
The announcement was received by the 
House with the utmost unconcern. Not an 
order paper rustled, and no attempt was 
made to put a supplementary question. 
From this it may be inferred that mem- 
bers in general were quite prepared for 
the abortive result of the preliminary 
negotiations. It was, in fact, assumed 
from the start that no advance towards a 
settlement could be made until one side or 
the other modified its original standpoint, 
and that, so far, has not been found 


possible. 

It would, nevertheless, 
take to suppose that no useful purp 
has been served by the conversations. 
the first place, they have put an end for 
the time being—and one hopes perma 
nently—to the reign of terror in Ireland. 
[n the next, they have compelled people 
here to forego the very strong and wide- 
spread prejudice aginst entering into 
negotiations at all wah the organisers of 
bloodshed in Ireland. Mr. Lloyd George 
deserves some credit for the’ courage with 
which he faced his disagreeable task—ah 
the risk of losing many influential sup- 
porters. of his Gsovernment—sooner than 
allow any possible road to peace to remain 
untried. Thirdly—and, perhaps, this 1s 
the most important advantage of all- 
the conversations have brought the 
Sinn Fein leader into touch with the 
hard facts of the situation.. He knows 
now the utmost limits to which the 
Government is prepared to go in order 
to satisfy the aspirations of himself and 
his friends, and Í dare say he knows also 
the reasons why they cannot exceed those 
limits. He seems to have been in a cheer- 
ful mood when he left Downing street, 
from which, I trust, it may be inferred 
that he is not without hopes, when heshall 
have reported the result of his mission to 
his colleagues in Dublin, of being able to 
return to London with a wider commission 
and a more encouraging outlook. 

To-morrow Mr. Alfred T. Davies will ask 
the Prime Minister whether it is now 
opportune to outline the course of conver- 
sations with Mr. de Valera regarding the 
future government of Ireland. On Mon- 
day Mr. G. Locker-Lampson will ask the 
Prime Minister whether he will give an 
assurance that the House of Commons 
will not be pledged by the Government to 
the disbursement of any moneys to Ireland 
as a result of the present Irish negotia- 
tions until the House has had an oppor- 
tunity of discussing the question. 

An influential gathering composed of 
Conservative supporters of the Govern- 
ment (ten from the House of Lords and 
about a score from the House of Commons) 
had an interview with Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain this morning in order to lay before 
him their views as to the Irish peace con- 
versations, and to ascertain, if possible, 
his position on the subject. The right 
hon. gentleman was assured, to begin 
with, that members of the deputation were 
authorised to speak for a much larger 
number of Conservatives than themselves. 
They then informed him that they ana 
their friends were unable to approve the 
entrance of the Government upon conver- 
sations or negotiations with people having 
the record of the Sinn Fein leaders, and 
proceeded to state their opinions that no 
Irish settlement could be acceptable or 
satisfactory save under the following con- 
ditions :—{1) That the absc.ute supremacy 
of the Imperial Parliament be secured ; 
this would, of course, exelnde full 
Dominion Government; (2) that security 
be taken for adequate Irish responsibility 
for the National Debt and contributions 
in aid of the Imperial Forces; (3) that 
there be no interference whatsoever with 
the rights of Ulster as secured to her 
under the Government of Ireland Art. 
Mr. Chamberlain, it is understood, dis- 
cussed these matters with his visitors. 

The precise character of his answers is 
not available, but I learn authoritatively 
that the visitors found them wholly un- 
satisfactory. In the evening the members 
of the deputation, with between twenty 
and thirty other Parliamentary Conserva- 
tives, discussed the outcome of the inter- 
view with Mr. Chamberlain, and unani- 
mously passed a resolution expressing 
grave apprehensions as to the Irish policy 
of the Government. Possible develop- 
ments thereupon will depend on the nature 
of the terms offered by the Government 
to Sinn Fem when they are made known. 

To-day Mr. Asquith initiated the debate 
on the housing question. He recounted the 
history of the various attempts to deal 
with the question since the Armistice, 
pointed out that the five hundred thousagd 
houses then required had been cut down 
to two hundred thousand, and drew a 
strong contrast between the ecstatic hopes 
held out by the Prime Minister three 
years ago and the meagreness of the 
Government s present programme. 

Sir Alfred Mond pointed out that Mr. 
Asquith, when he was in power and 
labour was cheap, did not take a single 
step towards improving housing condi- 
tions. He made a good point when he said 
that, though the Labour Party were con- 
tinually talking about the vital import- 
ance of houses, they were chiefly 
responsible for the low output as com- 
pared with pre-war days. He denied that 
the Government had abandoned their 
housing policy. They had merely called 
a halt to permit of conditions stabilising 
themselves. It was no good building 
garden cities for an insolvent people. 

The debate livened up considerably 
during Dr. Addison's speech. He chaffed 
the Prime Minister on his “ business- 
like” legislation. This, he dryly observed 
was quite a new departure for the Prime 
Minister. As Minister of Health, he had 
been spurred on, and it was hardly fair 
now to turn round upon him and say : “ Tt 
costs a lot of money.” What was this 
business legislation?

HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


The Headmaster (Mr. R. A. H. MacFarland, 
M.A.) read his report ag follows :—

men.—We have at last come to a Speech Day

with, I may say, & large measure of success in 
the realisation of our ideals. 

I can not only speak in the highest terms of 
the tone and discipline of the school, but I 
can say that there has been & marked manifes- 
tation of the true public school spirit. From 
highest to lowest tite boys have taken a greater 
part in, and have shown a reater interest in, 
their own developrnent, a have exhibited a 
desire to excel not merely from fear of punish- 
ment nor from purely selfish motives, but 
from a wish to mo credit to the school, 
both in their studies and in their games. 
And I need hasdly say that a ' 
who develops himself in ths way Is pretty 
certain to become a gx04 citizen of the Empire, 
and, in the true sense ‘of the word, to be a suc- 
cess in life. 

For some time past we have reached the 
limits of our accomm odation, and the school 
has been almost full thronghout the year. But 
while this is pleasant, I do not look upon it 
as a final and unfailing’ evidence of success. 

It has been well said that the question to 
be asked with regard to a school is not—What 
are the buildings? nor what are the equip- 
ments? nor even who am the masters? All 
these are important, but the crucial ‘question 
is—What are the boys? Do these show by 
frankness of manner, courtesy and honesty of 
conduct, good bodily devalopment and intelli- 
gent interest in proper subjects that they are 
what a boy ought to be? And I consider that 
a far more satisfactory eviconce of success than 
mere numbers is the constamt succession of 
and commendatory reports which I receive on 
boys who have left school and begun their 
careers in many epheres of lifie both professional 
and commercial. We find that our physical train- 
ing renders our boys fit to shudy and to pass 
examinations. And we regard cricket and 
football, not as mere pastimes and enemies 
to study, but ag a means of teaching a bey to 
rule himself, to exercise self~-ontrol, to obey 
the laws of health, and to “play for his side 
and not for himself.” You will have an 
opportunity this afternoon of seeing some 
claeses at work on physical exercises and 
games, and I think you will agree that this 
work is of distinct educational value. It 
benefits not merely the boy's body, but is a 
benefit to his mind as well. May I call your 
special attention to our system of traming 
the boys to act as instructors and to carry on 
their work themselves? I can assure you that 
we have found this system of great ,educa- 
tional value in rousing their initiative, in- 
creasing their self-respect, and in developing 
many mental qualities which would otherwise 
remain jatent. 

EXAMINATION SUCCESSES. 

But, while we pay great attention to the 
physical side of education, it must not be 
supposed that we give it an undue place, or 
that we despise or neglect examinations. 
Examinations are necessary, and, where they 
are used as a means and not as an end, they 
be made very wseful. And when, as is 
they present themselves as &a

THE HARVEST MITE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Perhaps sixty years of experience of 
harvest bugs, or harvest mites, may interest 
some of your readers. I am not a scientific 
naturalist and have been unable to find out their 
life history. They swarm here and are very 
virulent, while a few miles away there is none 
at all. They do not confine themselves to 
gardens, but are all over the land, being par- 
ticularly partial to the edges of flax holes and 
to certain kinds of vegetation, such as rhododen- 
drons, groundsel and tomato plants. There are 
three distinct kinds of the pest here >—(1) Black, 
about the size of a small pin’s head; (2) black, 
but about one-tenth of the size; (3) the orange 
tawny. 

Many of us who have spent a large part of 
our lives here are almost entirely immune from 
their bites, while they attack sturdy hay-makers 
from a distance with remarkable vigour. The 
Orange tawnies never touch me, and the black 
ones very rarely, though I have seen them run- 
ning all over my bare arms. They appear to 
bite some people more than once; but with me 
they sink the proboscis deep into the skin and 
cannot withdraw it, owing to the barbs. The 
irritation appears to be caused by a fluid which 
they imject in order to liquify the blood and 
serum; for, if they are pulled off, leaving the 
head behind, the irritation at once ceases. If 
placed under a drop of water on a microsco 
slide, the formidable biting apparatus can be 
readily seen. It consists of a barbed proboscis, 
having a tube-like sheath on the under side, 
from which are projected two pairs of semi- 
transparent lancets with serrated edges. These 
work backwards and forwards with a sawing 
motion and are evidently used to lacerate the 
tissues. : 

I know of no preparation that will prevent 
their biting, and the only way to avoid discom- 
fort for those who are not immune is to keep at 
least two sets of underclothing in constant use, 
and to change into a fresh suit immediately 
after being in gardens or fiekis where the pest 
abounds. Immunity, or the reverse, is shared 
I have known 
ladies who were very fond of gardening and 
yet were never touched; while others would be 


covered with bites from head to foot, unless 


they changed their clothes as soon as they left 
the garden. These bugs are a very real annoy- 
ance to some people, and I should be very glad 


to hear of some means of preventing their biting 
those of my family who are not immune.— Yours

Sin,—-The orange tawny, or harvest bug, is 
leptis autumnalis. It is one of the acaridae, as 
is also the much larger red spider of the hay- 
field. A full account of these pests is given 
by White in his “ Natural History of Selborne.” 
They abound on chalky land in Hants. It is a 
owe fallacy to suppose that they epecially 
requent gooseberry bushes. Roses, raspberries, 
withering peas are often full of them. They 
can sometimes be seen in groups on clods of 
earth after rain. Artificial manures, such as 
superphosphate, seem to check them. A heavy 
dressing of seaweed certainly does. This mite 
burrows into the skin, especially under the 
knees and in the elbow hollow or in the hollow 
of the skin. The irritation laste for three or 
four days, when presumably the creature is 
absor _ The remedy is to paint the surface 
of the skin with carbolic lotion, strength 1 in 
20. A small paint brush ie the best implement. 
and the one should be made night and 
morning. t 6 a good thing to paint freely as 
soon as possible after coming from infected 
bushes, and so destroy the mites before they
